Death of Da. Dick. —We last week briefly 
announced the death of the venerable and ex¬ 
cellent Dr. Dick, the eminent Scotch writer, 
author of “The Christian Philosopher,” and 
several other works of a pious and instructive 
nature, which have met with great acceptance 
and popularity. A Dundee paper furnishes 
the following particulars : 

Dr. Dick expired at his residence in Brough- 
ty Ferry, where he had lived for the long peri¬ 
od of more than thirty years, quietly prose¬ 
cuting his astronomical studies, engaged in the 
labors of an unostentatious benevolence, and 
enjoying the warm respect of all around him.

rather a smile of satisfaction, the attenuated 
specimen of antique zoology yielded up its 
existence! Indeed it were a mercy that we 
were at hand to extract its last breath, for it 
certainly had not sufficient strength to draw 
it, and so we had beef, doubtful in quality, it 
is true, but a shade better than starvation. 

During the continuance of our brief famine, 
the attention of one of our lady passengers 
was directed to a fine, honest-faced Irish la¬ 
borer, who, with his wife and three children, 
were journeying to seek his fortune in the 
far west- The children were perfectly beau¬ 
tiful; the eldest about seven years of age, 
and the youngest, an infant in arras.

Some years since, an eccentric old genius 
whom for convenience we will call Barnes, 
was employed by a farmer living some six 
or seven miles westerly from the Penobscot 
river, to dig a well, the soil and substratum 
being mostly sand. Old Barnes having pro¬ 
gressed downward some forty feet found one 
morning upon going out early to his work 
that the well had essentially caved in, and 
was full nearly to the top. So having that 
desire, which men have, of knowing what will 
be said of them after they arc dead, and no 
one being yet astir, he concealed himself in a 
rank growth of burdocks by the side of a 
board fence near the mouth of the well, hav¬ 
ing first left his hat and frock upon the wind¬ 
lass of the well. At length breakfast being 
ready, a boy was dispatched to call him to his 
meal, when lo! it was seen that Barnes was 
.buried in a grave unconsciously dug by his 
own hands. The alarm being given, and the 
family assembled, it was decided first to eat 
breakfast and then to send for the coroner, 
the minister, and his wife and children. Such 
apathy did not flatter Barnes’ self-esteem a 
bit, but he waited patiently, to hear what was 
to he said, and see what was to be seen. 

Presently all parties arrived and began 
“prospecting” the scene of the catastrophe, as 
people Usually do in such cases. At length 
they drew together to exchange opinions as 
to what should be done. The minister at 
once gave* it as his opinion that they had bet¬ 
ter level up the well and let Barnes remain. 
The coroner likewise agreed that “it would 
be a needless expense to his family or the 
town, to dissenter him when he was so effec¬ 
tually buried,” and therefore entirely coincid¬ 
ed with the minister. His wife thought that 
as, “he had left his hat and frock, it would be 
hardly worth while to dig him out for the 
rest of his clothes; and so it was settled to 
let him remain. » 

But poor old Barnes who had no breakfast, 
and was not at all pleased with the result of 
the inquest, laid quiet until the shades of 
evening stole over the landscape; then he 
quietly decamped to parts unknown. After 
remaining incognito for about three years, 
one morning he suddenly appeared (hatless 
and frockless as he went) at the door of the 
farmer for whom he had agreed to dig the 
unfortunate well. To say that an avalancli£ 
of questions were rained upon him as to his 
mysterious reappearance, &c., would convey 
but a feeble idea of the excitement which his 
bodily presence created. But the old man 
bore it all quietly, and at length informed 
them that on finding himself buried, he wait¬ 
ed for them to dig him out, until his patience 
was exhausted, when he set to work to dig 
himself out, and only the day before had suc¬ 
ceeded ; for being confused by the pressure 
of the earth at the time he was buried, he had 
dug very much at random, and instead of 
coming directly to the surface, he came out in 
the town of Jloldat, six miles east of the l'e- 
nobscot river ! 

No further explanations were sought for 
by those who /were so distressed and sorrow¬ 
ful over his supposed final resting place.— 
Bangor Jeffersonian. 

A Marriage Contract. —The following 
marriage contract was drawn up and signed by 
the persons named in it, at Skeneatelcs a few 
days since.

The girl, 
Mary Ann Gibbons, professed to be a Protest¬ 
ant, and it was agreed that a Protestant cler¬ 
gyman should many- them, but not finding 
one at home, they went to the Catholic clergy¬ 
man.

“While in the presence of the llomish Priest, 
he asked the woman if she belonged to his 
church ? and she said ‘No !’ that she ‘was a 
Protestant.’ He then inquired if she did not 
‘intend to adopt the religion of her husband, 
and go to his church ?

He then asked her if* she ‘did not 
intend to bring her children to his church for 
baptism, and allow them to be brought up in 
that ftith:’ She said she ‘had no children 
and might not have, and if she did, she could 
make no pledges on that subject.’ Upon which 
the Priest brought his hand with great force 
upon his book and said roughly—‘Connolly— 
why don’t you put away this woman and get 
one of your own church. I will not marry 
you, and I forbid you going to a Protestant to 
be married. I forbid it, on pain of excommu¬ 
nication—and you, who have come in this 
company, if one of you go to sec these persons 
married by a Protestant, I will excommunicate 
you !’ ” 

The bride and groom thereupon left, togeth¬ 
er with one of their companions who was not 
afraid of his soul’s salvation, under the ire of 
the ghostly father, and proceeded to the 
residence of Rev. Mr. Littlejohn, where they 
were joined in holy matrimony. The affair 
has created a good deal of smothered indigna¬ 
tion among the better class of Catholics, and 
it is quite probable that it will be the means 
of making a “heretic” for life of Connolly— 
Mr. Littlejohn, who married the couple for¬ 
merly preached in Palmer. 

Marrying at Sight. —The Buffalo Express 
tells that one day last week, a rather pretty 
country girl had some business to transact in 
the Surrogate’s Office in that city. An em¬ 
ployee, a young lawyer in the office, was 
“struck all of a heap.” An exceedingly short 
courtship ensued, ’Squire Drullard sent for, 
and they were married. There is a very per¬ 
tinent, and perhaps impertinent saying that 
“they who marry in haste can repent at 
leisure.” 

Death at a Dance. —A ball was given on

Meadow’s History of the Chinese and their 
Rebellion, lately published in London, is the 
most philosophic work which has yet appear¬ 
ed on the Chinese.

As they were leaving the market town 
together, the son suddenly stopped short, 
and, pointing to three approaching objects, 
cried, “Father, what arc these tilings? Look, 
look! YYhat are they ?” The father answer¬ 
ed with a peremptory order, “Turn away 
your head; they are devils!” The son, in 
some alarm, turned away, noticing that the 
evil things were gazing at him behind their t 
hands. He walked to the mountain top in 
silence, ate no supper, and from that day lost 
his appetite, and was afflicted with melan¬ 
choly. For some time his anxious and puz¬ 
zled parents could get no satisfactory answer 
to his inquires; but at length the young 
man burst out, crying, with inexplicable pain, 
“Oh, father! that tallest devil—that tallest 
devil’ father!”

Hence 
sleeping in close rooms, even though alone, 
or sitting for a very short time in a crowded 
vehicle, or among a large assembly, is per¬ 
fectly-corrupting to the blood. Close bed¬

When all the beer in the jug is used 
just add more molasses and water. The 
same corn wiU answer for six months, and 
the beer will be fit to use in twelve hours, by 
keeping the jug which contains it warm.

LOVE AND REVENGE. 

Our late files of foreign journals have 
brought us accounts of two thrilling trage¬ 
dies, one of which occurred in Persia, and the 
other in France. In Persia it is stated that, 
as in most Eastern countries, murderers may 
commute the punishment that follows their 
crime by a certain sum that is called “ blood 
money,’’ crimes being regarded, not an of¬ 
fence against the body politic, but a wrong 
done a family, and 'when the latter is satis¬ 
fied, “the peace and dignity” of the communi¬ 
ty is not offended. "When an accused person 
has been guilty of murder, the law hands him 
over to the family wronged, to do with him 
as they please; to rack his life to death by 
elaborate and slow tortures, or to carry him 
to the grave of his victim, to command him 
to sue for the dead’s pardon, and to pray 
peace for the dead; to press on him the enor¬ 
mity of his crime, and^to keep him in a state 
of the most painful suspense, hanging be¬ 
tween life and death upon their good plea¬ 
sure. It is rare that Persians push their ven¬ 
geance further. So philosophical a revenge 
was, however, insufficient food for the resent¬ 
ment the children of Scid Ali Kahn enter¬ 
tained towards their father’s murderer. This 
was Mohammed Youssouf, who, after having 
assassinated Seid Ali Kahn, Prince of Herat, 
took possession of the city, and, conjointly 
with Isa Kahn, sustained the siege against 
the Persian army, until, finding resistance 
hopeless, he fled away secretly. He was, 
however, soon overtaken, arrested, and car¬ 
ried prisoner to the Shah at Teheran. He 
was pardoned by Nassrcdin, Shah. As soon 
as they heard of the capture of Mohammed 
Youssouf, the children of the murdered Prince 
of Herat hastened to Teheran to implore the 
Shah’s justice. The Shah, anxious that the 
pardon he had granted the traitor, should 
prove a substantial amnesty, endeavored to 
appease these filial resentments. He failed 
to do so, and justice proceeded in its regular 
course. It was easy, indeed, to prove Mo¬ 
hammed Youssouf the murderer. He was 
found guilty and delivered up to the-incensed 
family. But the Shah did not relax his ef¬ 
forts in favor of the unhappy culprit; he 
made every offer, he held out various induce¬ 
ments, he proposed paying a large sum of 
“blood money” if they would forego their fell 
purpose and let the criminal off free. They 
were inflexible. The 13 Chaban—that is, the 
8th April—the sons of Seid Ali Kahn per¬ 
sonally put to death their father’s murderer. 

In the other case, at Paris, the absorbing 
passion was love. A young man who had 
become deeply enamored of an interesting 
young lady, asked her hand in marriage, and 
was rejected. He made several unsuccessful 
attempts to induce her to reconsider her de¬ 
cision, and at last he became convinced that 
there was indeed no hope for him. He re¬ 
paired to her house, and after hearing anew 
from her lips a firm rejection of his offer, he 
drew a pistol from his breast and shot him¬ 
self through the head. He fell at her feet a 
mangled corpse. Terror had so completely 
taken possession of her soul at the sight of 
this unexpected and hideous tragedy, that 
she remained transfixed to the spot like a 
statute, utterly insensible, and her body per¬ 
fectly rigid. Her family, attracted by the 
report of the pistol hastened to the drawing¬ 
room, and attempted to recall her ; physicians 
came, but care and science could do nothing, 
the poor girl was an epileptic, and their only 
hope lay in those mysterious forces of nature 
which seem able to repair almost every havoc 
made in the constitution. This hope was not 
disappointed; in half an hour an uncontrola- 
ble violent' paroxysm of tears and sobs re¬ 
lieved the poor girl. The next day, while 
M’lle Julie It., surrounded by her family, was 
working quietly in another parlor, she was 
seized at the very same moment of time the 
fit first fell upon her with a seeond fit, and 
she assumed involuntarily and unconsciously 
the posture and rigidity of a statute of Ter¬ 
ror. Every day this disagreeable phenome¬ 
non was renewed, and the physicians declared 
their art could do nothing for its relief, time 
being the only physician which could alleviate 
it. The family took every measure to avoid 
any dangerous consequences to this state, and 
determined to appeal to time. M’lle Julie It. 
was very fond of birds, and she bad a large 
cage full of them hung above a window on 
the court yard. She was so busily engaged 
feeding them one day, that she forgot all 
about her daily paroxysm, which overtook 
her wliile she was in a chair feeding her 
birds, and neccssnrily leaning out of the win¬ 
dow a good deal. She fell out of the window, 


the height of several stories, on the stone 
pavement of the court-yard, and when taker, 
up was found fatally mangled. She possess¬ 
ed sufficient consciousness to relate the cause 
of the accident, but so numerous and so se¬ 
vere were the injuries she received, she ex¬ 
pired in the course of the afternoon. 

Fashionable Amusements. 

A correspondent writing to a rural paper 
from Albany, thus refers to a new amusement 
introduced at fashionable parties: 

“New fashions have been introduced into 
Albany by the wives of ‘Hon.’ gentlemen of 
New Y’ork city. After a ‘hop,’ at the Dele- 
van, the other night, one of the ladies who 
gave the fashions which are followed by the 
country girls ‘rode the Elephant’ for the 
amusement of the party. ' This is performed 
thus. Two gentlemen stoop down on hands 
and knees, pillows and blankets arc piled on 
their backs for saddles—a table and trunk 
are made of suitable material—when the rid¬ 
er-ess is placed upon the saddle and carried 
about the room ! I expect to hear that ‘rid¬ 
ing the Elephant’ is ‘all the go’ in the rural 
districts ?” 

The Albany Atlas admits the fact, and thus 
describes the modus ojjerandi of the per¬ 
formances : 

“The gas in the parlors is partially turned 
off so as to produce a sort of twilight dark¬ 
ness, when two gentlemen, the tallest present, 
arc .requested to take their position in the 
back parlor. Their position is that adopted 
by boys when playing leap-frog. A large 
cloth of some subdued color—dark grey, for 
instance—is then thrown over them, and an¬ 
other rolled up, is attached to the front, to 
constitute the trunk. Two sheets of white 
paper are then rolled up and tacked on. one 
on each side for the tusks. The Albany El¬ 
ephant is now complete. The lady rider 
takes her seat on its back, amid cushions, &c., 
and under the guidiance of a leader, the mon¬ 
ster proceeds with heavy tread to display it¬ 
self and precious load to the company in the ; 
front parlor. The arrangement is unexpect¬ 
edly perfect, and suggestive of life in the 
East. -The play of the ‘Elephant’ is a suc¬ 
cess here, and we will not be surprised to 
hear of its adoption in the rural districts.

Our Manufacturing Interests.—T he 
magnitude of this portion of cur industry, 
and the consequent need of a restoration of 
confidence, so that the wheels of business 
can once more roll smoothly on, may be seen 
from the following statement:— 

The census of 1850 shows that in New 
England over three hundred thousand per¬ 
sons were engaged in manufacturing estab¬ 
lishments—in New Y’ork about two hundred 
and fifty thousand—and in other states near¬ 
ly three hundred thousand—making an ag¬ 
gregate of nearly a million in the entire coun¬ 
try. This number comprises those only who 
are actually engaged in these mills—if to 
them be added those who as children, or oth¬ 
er family connections arc dependent upon the 
wages there earned, we get some adequate 
idea of the immense personal interest at stake 
in the prosperity of these establishments.— 
The capital invested in them is four hundred 
and twenty-seven millions of dollars, and the 
value of their annual produce over a thou¬ 
sand millions ; and every one must see that 
the locking up of such a vast capital in idle¬ 
ness, and the cessation of such an amount of 
productive industry, must tell with tremen¬ 
dous effect upon ever}* material interest of the 
country.

an income that shall enable him to marry, 
and have a home of his own. And this is 
the secret of the hard, unending toil of the 
young men of to-day, who are fast approach¬ 
ing thirty years of age—this is the reason of 
so many disappointed men .and waiting wo¬ 
men, deny or hide it as you may. 

But, says some good woman, you do ns in¬ 
justice ; for any woman who truly loves a man 
will adapt herself to his circumstances, with 
the greatest pleasure. But what man of any 
sensitiveness, or h ; gh sense of honor, would 
take a woman from easy circumstances^aud a 
pleasant and well furnished home, to adorn 
his four little rooms, and to do his house¬ 
work, as the first principles of economy would 
demand of him ? Few will do it, for though 
the woman signifies her willingness to take 
up with such experience, we are all such crea¬ 
tures of circumstances that there would be 
I complainings on her part, eventually, and 
sickness from over-work, unhappiness from 
many cares—all of which would render mar¬ 
riage anything else but pleasant. And so 
the young very w isely think—prcferiflJpSfTew 
years of single loneliness, in order to obtain 
money enough to support a modest kind of 
house of between twelve and fifteen hundred 
dollars per year expense, rather than to place 
a modestly educated woman into the house of 
six hundred a year, where she must do her 
own housework. 

Now, what is the remedy ? Plainly that 
women must fit thcmsolvs to be such wives 
as the young men must have. Else the men 
must fit themselves to become such husbands 
as the women want, and spend the very 
choicest years of their life in the dismal 
drudgery of a ceaseless toil, breaking down 
health, happiness, energy, only to give them¬ 
selves up to matrimony when the best of their 
manhood is gone. The women must choose 
for themselves which it shall be, for the mat¬ 
ter is solely in their hands. Let mothers say 
to their daughters, put on that calico gown ; 
go into the kitchen and prepare dinner; take 
charge of this household, and fit yourself to 
become a wife and mother. 

Let the young women cheerfully consent 
to such service; and instead of lavishing all 
thought, time, and money opon the adornment 
of the body, seek to accustom the hands to 
proper industry, and to school the mind to 
proper tastes. Then there will be no longer 
complaint that young men cant afford to mar¬ 
ry, aud we shall have beautiful, modest houses 
all around us, and women will have loving 
husbands, and life, once more, have some¬ 
thing of the truthfulness and virtue which it 
had in the days of our blessed fathers and 
mothers, when it was woman’s ambition to be¬ 
come the head of the house, and the mother 
of noble children.

Medical Use ol .Suit. 

In many cases of disordered stomach, a 
tea-spoonful of salt is a certain cure. In the 
violent, internal aching, termed colic, add a 
tea-spoonful of salt to a pint of cold water > 
drink it and go to bed, it is one of the 
speediest remedies known. The sumo will 
revive a person who appears almost dead 
from receiving a fall. 

In an apoplectic fit, no time should be lost 
in pouring down salt and water, if sufficient 
sensibility remain to allow of swallowing it; 
if not, the head must be sponged with cold 
water until the senses return, when salt will 
completely restore the patient from the leth¬ 
argy. 

In a fit, the feet should be placed in warm 
water, with mustard added, and the legs 
briskly rubbed, all bandages removed from 
the neck, and a cool place found if possible. 
In many cpses of bleeding at the lungs, and 
when other remedies failed, Dr. Rush found 
that two tea-spoonfuls of salt completely 
stayed the blood. 

In case of a bite from a mad dog. wash 
the part with a strong brine for an hour, and 
then bind on some salt with a rag. 

In toothache, salt and warm water held to 
the part, and removed two or three times, 
will relieve in the most cases. If the gums 
be affected, wash the mouth with brine. If 
the teeth he covered with tartar, wash them 
twicu/j day with ,s;dt and water. 

In swelled neck, wash the part with brine, 
and drink it also twice a day, until cured. 

Salt will expel worms ; if used in food in 
a moderate degree, aids digestion, but salt 
meat is injurious, if used much. 

A Touching Incident. 

A gentleman had observed a little girl, 
clad in rags, passing him with a bottle, which 
she carried to a grocer to be filled with whis¬ 
key, and with which she was returning home.

Arctic Scenery—The Midnight Sun. 


The Examiner gives jx thrilling account of 
the execution of Jefferson Gray, for shoot¬ 
ing Robert Abernethy, in Pontotoc county, 
Mississippi:— 

“With a general hurrah and shouting, the 
crowd marchcyl their victim off immediately 
to tho woods. About half a mile from the 
town of Red Land, they halted at a hickory 
tree, at the roadside, tied a rope around the 
prisoner’s neck, and tlirew tho other end of 
the rope over a limb of the tree. 

They then gave him a few minutes to say 
his prayers and speak what he had to say.— 
He first called for a drink of water, which 
being given to him, he said “they had one 
end of the rope around his neck and the oth¬ 
er over the limb, but as there was a God in 
heaven and a hell below, he was innocent of 
the charge against him.” Some one then 
cried out—“Hang him up ; he is determined 
to.die with the lie in his mouth.” A motion 
was made to swing him up, when he cried 
out to hold on, and he would confess, and 
tell the whole truth. A little time was given 
him. He then confessed that he shot Aber- 
nethy—that some difficulty had occurred be¬ 
tween Abernethy, Jones and himself—that 
he went to Abernethy in the field, and at¬ 
tacked him on the subject. 

Abernethy, having no gun, acknowledged 
himself in Gray's power—turned his back to 
him to walk off, when he shot him in the 
hack. After he had fired the gun, Aber¬ 
nethy exclaimed, “You have killed me, Gray, 
but I am going to heaven.” lie further sta¬ 
ted that no one else was implicated in the 
murder but himself; that his wife was a 
good woman, and he hoped she would be 
taken care of; that Abernethy was a good 
man, and he believed was gone to heaven ; 
as for himself, he could see the flames of hell 
blazing under his feet like dry broom sage.— 
He then prayed awhile, and called for some 
one to pray for him. 

Major Steel, by request of tho company, 
prayed a very solemn and fervent prayer for 
the spiritual welfare of the prisoner, and for 
the sanction of Heaven upon their proceed¬ 
ings—the most respectful order and silence 
being observed by the crowd during the 
prayer. Some other remarks were then 
made by tho prisoner, mingled with prayers, 
&c. He then called up the brothers present 
of the man he had murdered, and desired to 
shake hands and bid them farewell. They 
all—being three or four, we believe—came 
up and gave him their hands. 

A contribution was then made up by the 
company present of $200, for the benefit of 
the prisoner’s wife and child, who were about 
to be left a widow and orphan. After which 
the prisoner was mounted upon a horse, a 
handkerchief tied over his eyes, made to 
stand on his feet upon the horse, the rope 
tightened over the limb, the horse led out 
from under, and the unfortunate victim of 
the terrible vengeance of an outraged com¬ 
munity left to swing and quiver between 
heaven and earth, as unfit for either.” 

Humboldt. 

A correspondent of the Boston Transcript, 
who recently paid a visit to the celebrated 
Humboldt, says that the philosopher rises at 
about half-past eight o’clock ; at breakfast he 
reads his letters, which he generally answers 
immediately. There is, perhaps, no letter 
writer so punctual as he, though very few 
persons have so large a correspondence, to 
all parts of the world. After this he dresses 
with the aid of his valet de chambre, to receive 
and announce visitors, or to make visits him¬ 
self until two o’clock. At three o'clock, he 
goes to the royal palace, where he generally 
dines, if lie does not invite himself to dine 
with some family of his acquaintance. He 
remains mostly at Alexander Mendelssohn’s, 
in whose house he lives. At seven o’clock in 
the evening, he usually returns to his home. 
He then goes to the court or in society, from 
which he returns at about midnight. Now is 
his real and best time for working; in the 
profound, nightly silence, he writes his im¬ 
mortal works, often in summer until the day 
shines through the windows. It is always 3 
o’clock in the morning when this juvenile old 
man thinks of allowing a short rest to his al¬ 
most ninety years old body, to gain the ne¬ 
cessary power for the new day’s work. In¬ 
deed, we think this a strange story, and still 
ever}* word of it is true.

It was 11 o’clock, and Svierholt glowed in 
fiery bronze lustre us we rounded it, tho ed¬ 
dies of returning birds gleaming golden jn 
the nocturnal sun, like drifts of beech-leaves 
in the October air.

The sea was like a web of 
pale slate color, shot through and through 
with threads of orange and saffron, from the 
dance of a myriad shifting and twiukling rip¬ 
ples. The air was filled aud permeated with 
the soft, mysterious glow, and even the very 
uzurc of the Northern sky seemed to shine 
through a net of golden gauze. The head¬ 
lands of this deeply indented coast—the 
capes of the Laxe and the Porsanger Fiords, 
and of Mageroe—lay around us, in different 
degrees of distance, but all with foreheads 
touched with supernatural glory. Far to the 
north-east was Nordkyn, the most popular 
point of the mainland of Europe, gleaming 
rosily and faint in the full beams of tho sun, 
and just as our watches denoted midnight, 
the North Cape appeared to the westward—a 
long line of purple bluff', presenting a verti¬ 
cal front of 900 feet in height to the Polar 
Sen. Midway between these two maguifi- 
cent headlands, stood the Midnight Sun, 
shining on us with subdued fires, and with 
the gorgeous coloring of an hour for which 
ne have no name, since it it is neither sunset 
nor sunrise, hut the blended loveliness of 
both—but shining at the same moment, in 
the heat aud splendor of noonday,* on tho 
Pacific Isles. 

This was the Midnight Sun as 1 had 
dreamed it—as I had hoped to sec it. 

Within fifteen minutes after midnight, 
thero was a perceptible increase of altitude, 
and in less than half an hour the whole lino 
of the sky had changed, the yellow brighten¬ 
ing into orange,, and the saffron melting into 
the pale pavillion of dawn. Y'et it was 
neither the colors, nor the same character of 
light ns we had had, half an hour before 
midnight. The difference was so slight as 
scarcely to be described, but it was the dif¬ 
ference between morning and evening. Ths 
faintest transfusion of one prevailing tint in¬ 
to another had changed the whole expression 
of heaven and earth, and so imperceptibly 
and miraculously, that a new day was already 
present to our consciousness. Our view of 
the wild cliffs of Svairholt, less than two 
hours before, belonged to yesterday, though 
we had stood on deck, in full sunshine, dur¬ 
ing all the intervene g time. Had tho sen¬ 
sation of a night slipped through our brains, 
iu the momentary winking of the eyes ? Or 
was the old routine of consciousness so firm¬ 
ly stereotyped in our natures, that tho view 
of a morning was sufficient proof to them of 
the preexistence of a night ? Let those ex¬ 
plain the phenomenon who can—hut I found 
my physical senses utterly at war with those 
mental perceptions wherewith they should 
harmonize. The eye saw but one unending 
day; the mind notched the twenty-four 
hours on its calender, as before .—Bayard 
Taylor. 

A Murderer Attends the Funeral Of ms 
Victim. —The Kinderhook Rough Notes, al¬ 
luding to the funeral of the late Mrs. Tanners 
who was murdered by her husband in that 
village, last Monday, says that the murderer 
was present among the mourners, and that tho 
only time he evinced any feeling was just be¬ 
fore the funeral, when a grandchild went up 
to him sobbing as if her heart would brreak, 
and kissed him. This seemed to touch liis 
heart, and he gave vent to a How of tears. * At 
the grave the same child approached and ask¬ 
ed him if he was not sorry. He replied that 
he was, hut it was now too late. This is tho 
only instance on record where the murderer 
attended the funeral of his victim as one of 
the mourners.
